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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest a method of determining an 
amount of cathodic protection current to be applied to an underground metallic structure 
in contact with an underground earth formation, where the structure extends 
underground through a corrosive zone of the formation, wherein the method included 
mechanically connecting a first current meter above the corrosive zone and a second 
current meter below the corrosive zone and connecting a master current meter to a 
structure near the earths surface and operating the master current meter at select time 
intervals to obtain measurements of the first and second currents from the first and 
second current meters simultaneously and determining the amount of cathodic current 
to apply to the structure in the corrosive zone based on those measurements.
